en vice presidents have died in of- 
fice. Seven have advanced to the 


not by election. These were John 
Tyler, Millard Fillmore, Andrew 
Johnson, Chester A. Arthur, Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, Calvin Coolidge 
and Harry S. Truman. 


Of the 18 vice presidents who 
have had an opportunity to be 
advanced by election from that of- 
fice to presidency since 1804, only 
one has succeeded. This was Mar- 
tin Van Buren. 


This is not a good batting aver- 
age. 


The uncomfortable fact is that 
a vice president of the United 
States has, at best, a poor chance 
of being elected President. 


It is against this background 
that the political future of Vice 
President Nixon will be played. 
And none knows the odds more 
than he. 


Political writers did not fail to 
note that Mr. Nixon was not in- 
vited to the recent Gettysburg 
conference held by the President 
and Britain’s premier, Macmillan, 


Neutralism 


The fact that Nelson Rocke- 
feller, governor of New York, is 
an candidate for the 
1960 GOP nomination persuaded 
the White House to a policy of 
neutralism. No public commit- 
ments have been made. But it 
generally is believed that if the 
few persons regarded as really 
having the President’s ear, a 
heavy majority look warmly upon 
New York's governor. 


There has been no progress in 
the business of giving the Re- 
publican party a new face. But 
Nelson Rockefeller is a new and 
politically glamorous face. There 
is behind him an interlocking net- 
work of efficient organizations. 


He came forward immediately 
on taking office with a bold plan 
for new taxes to pay the state’s 
bills and expansion. It was too 
much for the legislature to take. 
Its members were dependent for 
reelection on local rather than 
state issues. Yet, the Rockefeller 
plan was so thoroughly document- 
ed and organized, an acceptable 
compromise was had. 


Professional politicians looked 
on calculatingly during this strug- 
gle. They knew it would make or 
break him. The judgment is it 
made him. 


Complicated Position 


The position of the vice presi- 
dent is the more complicated 
politically because he must play 
the game. He may, for example, 
strongly disagree with White 
House policy. But he cannot make 
it known. The people expect the 
vice president to be loyal. A 
public split would be interpreted 
as a selfish political maneuver. 
So, no matter how often he m 
wince in disagreement, the vi 
president must keep a still tongue. 


From now on the vice presi- 
dent will not have a White House 
push into any situation which will 
seem to work to his 1960 political 
advantage.

Gov. Vandiver pledged $10,000 
Monday to continue the Fulton 
special investigation of state gov- 
ernment.

Cadenhead and Webb said they 
could not set a specific date for 
winding up the current cases but 
reported some more indictments 
were nearly ready to submit to 
the grand jury. 


In the meantime Vandiver an- 
nounced that a special criminal 
division will be set up in the attor- 
ney general’s office to continue 
the probe of irregularities in state 
government after the Fulton probe 
ends. 


There was speculation that one 
of the investigators presently 
working on the cases would be 
appointed to the new post.

It also noted “with pleasure” 
that the Western powers had de- 
cided to propose a foreign minis- 
ters’ conference that would be fol- 
lowed by a meeting of the heads 
of government. 


There was no sign of contention 
or qualification in the notes. 


The notes were in reply—given 
in record time—to the proposals 
for the foreign ministers’ confer- 
ence made by the Western gov- 
ernments March 26. 


The actual texts of the brief 
notes were not made available 
in Moscow.

During the last year and a half 
of the Griffin administration the 
State Parks Department bought 
$19,113 worth of playground equip- 
ment—most of it from the firm 
of Raleigh Rollins. 


A report by the National Park 
Service, released Monday, indi- 
cated that one of the main trou- 
bles with Georgia’s state parks 
is an “overabundance” of play- 
ground equipment. 


Parks Department records show 
that $18,032 worth of swings, see- 
saws, sliding boards and other 
playground equipment was pur- 
chased between July, 1957, and 
January, 1950, from Hart-Rollins 
Furniture Co. in Bainbridge. Rol- 
lins, a partner in the firm, is a 
close friend of former Gov.

Upheld by 
6-3 Verdict

WASHINGTON—A divided Su- 
preme Court held that a man 
may be subjected to both state 
and federal prosecutions for the 
same criminal act. 


A 6-+o-3 majority found no 
constitutional bar against double- 
jeopardy when “two sovereign- 
ties’”” — the state and federal gov- 
ernments — bring successive 
prosecutions. An impassioned 
dissent called the result ‘“‘con- 
trary to the spirit of our free 
country.” 


Two cases were decided, each 


\|presenting a different aspect of 


the double-jeopardy problem. 


DEFENDANT TWICE TRIED 


The first concerned Alfonse 
Bartkus, who was tried and ac- 
quitted by a federal court in 1953 
on a charge of robbing a federally 
insured bank. He was then 
prosecuted in an Illinois court 
for the same bank robbery, con- 
victed and given a life sentence. 


Justice Frankfurter wrote the 
opinion of the court upholding the 
second trial and conviction. He 
was joined by Justices Clark, 
Harlan, Whittaker and Stewart. 

Justice Black dissented on the 
ground that the federal trial 
barred any subsequent state 
prosecution. With him were 
Chief Justice Warren and Jus- 
tice Douglas. 

BRENNAN SPLIT 

Justice Brennan, though agree- 
ing with the majority on the cen- 
tral double-jeopardy issue, dis- 
sented on another ground. Thus, 
the vote was 5-to4 to uphold 
Bartkus’ conviction. 

The other case concerned Louis 
J. Abbate and Michael L. Fal- 
cone. They pleaded guilty in an 
Illinois court to conspiring to 
dynamite telephone facilities in 
connection with a union dispute.

Sun Photographed 
Above Atmosphere

WASHINGTON (?—Navy scientists have taken 
the first detailed photographs of the entire sun from 
above the earth’s atmosphere in the sun’s fundamental 
hydrogen wavelength. 


“A historic event in terms of 
study of the sun,” said Hugh Odi- 
shaw of the U. S. Committee for 
the International Geophysical 
Year at a news conference Mon- 
day. 


About 60 pictures were taken in 
less than a minute with a 3- 
pound spectrographic camera in 
the nose of an Aerobee-Hi re- 
search rocket 123 miles above the 
White Sands, N. M., proving 
grounds March 13. 


They showed large, whitish 
splotches, identified by ascending 
columns of very hot, turbulent 
hydrogen gas as much as 1,000 
miles high and 1,000 miles across.

DREAM CAME TRUE 


“This is not what we expected 
to get, but what we dreamed off,” 
was the comment made on the 
pictures by Dr. Richard Tousey, 
head of the rocket spectroscopy 
branch of the Naval Research 
Laboratory. 


The photos were taken in the 
hydrogen wavelength, the ex- 
treme ultraviolet region midway 
between the kind of light visible 
to the human eye and that of 
Xrays. 


Taken in this region, Tousey 
said, the photos ‘‘for the first time 
show solar activity in a wave- 
length that exerts profound con- 
trol on radio short-wave commu- 
nications.”’ 


MANY-FACED SUN 


To astronomers, the sun has as 
many different faces as there are 
wavelengths of radiation from 
which to observe it. Other photos 
are being taken in other wave- 
lengths. 

Comparison of the solar phe- 
nomena mapped at widely differ- 
ent wavelengths probably will 
throw new light on the process by 
which solar energy, released in- 
side the sun by nuclear reactions, 
reaches the surface and escapes, 
making possible life on our planet, 
Tousey said. 


The latest Navy photos “clearly 
show that the radiation is emitted 
from spots and patches over the 
solar surface—rather fthan uni- 
formly—and this helps us to un- 
derstand the reasons for the wide 
range of variations and rapid 
changes in quality of radio propa- 
gation,” Tousey said.

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Let Investigations 
Get to the ‘Core!’ 


Gov. Vandiver’s assertion yesterday 
that the state is willing to give financial 
assistance to Special Fulton County In- 
vestigator Paul Cadenhead and the so- 
licitor’s office in continuing their investi- 
gation of irregularities in state govern- 
ment will be welcomed by the whole 
state. 

Results of the investigations thus far 
more than justify this decision. Mr. Cad- 
enhead’s remarks last week that he is 
now getting to the “core” of major cor- 
ruption call for increased effort and the 
state is right to offer its support. 

The statement that this help will be 
forthcoming under contract with the 
county “with no strings attached” will 
permit Mr. Cadenhead to follow through 
on a number of important cases. The fact 
that local officials themselves will be 
the sole judges “‘of what cases should be 
carried to conclusion” leaves more lati- 
tude than previously thought in the “hot 
pursuit” -category. 

To be commended, too, is the gov- 
ernor’s: announcement that by the time 
Mr. Cadenhead is finished with the ma- 
jor part of his investigation, the state 
will have its own criminal division in 
the State Law Dept. It is clearly the in- 
tent of Georgia law that the department 
exercise investigative and prosecution 
powers in matters affecting administra- 
tion of state government. 

Certainly it is time the state accept- 
ed its responsibilities for protecting the 
people’s interests in the spending of tax- 
payers’ funds. Failure of the law depart- 
ment to properly exercise its functions in 
this field probably has cost the people 
millions of dollars. Such things as have 
happened should never be permitted to 
happen again. 

Meanwhile, the-governor’s new Com- 
mission on Economy and Reorganization, 
composed of legislators, business and pro- 
fessional leaders, starts work this week. 
They have a fertile field and the fruit 
of their efforts should be added efficiency 
in state government operations. We hope 
their work is divorced from politics and 
that they, too, get to the real “core” of 
the state’s cumbersome and expensive 
setup.

Russell’s View Shared 
By Georgia Farmers 


Sen. Russell’s latest blast at Secretary 
of Agriculture Benson, issued last night 
at the Brooks County Centennial celebra- 
tion, included a reference to “depression- 
fostering actions” of the secretary. 

As the senator pointed out, Benson 
has succeeded in reducing prices and sup- 
ports but not:in reducing production. By 
and large his program has been a dismal 
failure. It has forced too rapid a transi- 
tion in predominately agricultural sec- 
tions without sufficient thought, if any, 
to the consequences. 

Sen. Russell, long an advocate of some 
form of the two-price plan for certain 
farm products, spoke favorably of ‘such 
a proposal which Sen. Talmadge advanced 
for cotton. But the senior senator sees 
little possibility for its adoption-under the 
present administration. 

“Perhaps the climate for a meaning- 
ful farm bill will improve next year after 
the voters return the White House to the 
Democrats in next year’s election,” Sen. 
Russell commented. 

The large majority of Georgia farm- 
ers hope so. They are so disgusted with 
the present program that they have firm 
convictions that any change will be for 
the better.

All Citizens Will Hope 
Joint Chiefs Are Right 


Reassuring indeed are reports re- 
leased yesterday by the U.S. Joint Chiefs 
of Staff that the nation now has the 
military capability to destroy Russia if 
the Kremlin decides to launch World 
War III. 

The reports come just prior to the 
10th anniversary meeting of the 15 na- 
tions making up NATO. As such they 
probably are intended to reassure West- 
ern Europe that Moscow’s threats will 
be met with firmness and without re- 
treat. For the moment, at least, they are 
saying the balance of terror finds the 
United States and the West holding their 
own. 

The ag chiefs serve notice that this 
country. the power to destroy Russia 
many times over. We hope they are not 
overly optimistic. But if it be true, it is 
the best insurance of al) there will not be 


War. 

On the other hand, the Russians prob- 
ably possess similar power to destroy the 
West. On that precarious foundation the 
world totters from crisis to crisis, with 
two armed camps having the capability of 
destroying all that mankind has built up 
through centuries of struggle. In fact, all 
human life could become extinct if either 


side miscalculates to the point of lighting 
the fuse to World War III. 

Until such time as there is foolproof 
disarmament, with the Communists re- 
nouncing aggression as an instrument of 
policy, the United States and the West 
must maintain unity and such strength 
that no combination of military force 
could hope to succeed in conquest. Only 
in this way can peace be maintained 
while lending hope to a day when the 
cleavages now dividing the world can 
be remedied.

Senate Is Wrong 
To Block Strauss 


WASHINGTON — The petty performance 
which the Senate Commerce Committee is put- 
ting on in connection with its mock hearings 


on confirmation of Lewis L. Strauss as Secretary of commerce is, it 
seems to me, a discredit to the Senate and a disservice to decent 


government any way you look at it. 


What is happening is that by 
every devious device some Dem- 
ocratic members of the commit- 
tee are seeking to stall the hear- 
ings so interminably that some- 
body somehow will be able to 
turn up something discreditable 
to Adm. Strauss — or that he 
will be induced to resign in frus- 
tration. He won't. 

Of course the somebody who 
is most intensely eager to turn 


‘up any tidbit which could be 


used against the secretary-desig- 
nate and who is busily working 
at it is one who has made an 
anti-Strauss crusade a personal 
preoccupation — you guessed it 
—Sen. Estes Kefauver. 

Kefauver is not a member of 
the Senate Commerce Committee. 
Its chairman, Sen. Warren G. 
Magnuson, by nature a man of 
good-will and fairness, for some 
reason seems willing to play Sen. 
Kefauver’s little private game of 
“‘let’s-get-Lewis-Strauss.”’ 

I am not arguing Adm. Strauss 
will be the greatest secretdry of 
commerce since Harry Hopkins 
and Henry Wallace, appointed by 
President Roosevelt, or Averell 
Harriman, appointed by Presi- 
dent Truman. I am not suggest- 
ing that every policy and action 
which Adm. Strauss has initiated 
in a decade and a half of public. 
service have been without error 
of judgment. I'd almost say he 
ought to be rejected if such a 
claim were true. But the facts 
which are pertinent are these:

Kefauyer is aiming to find 
some way to show that Strauss 
had an unethical part in the 
short-lived Dixon-Yates contract. 

I suspect that Adm, Sirauss 
wishes the Dixon-Yates contract, 
later cancelled, had never been 
born. But the Department of Jus- 
tice — whom you might consider 


prejudiced — and the commis- 
sioner for the U.S. Court of 
Claims — who is certainly not 


partisan and who examined the 
Dixon-Yates matter inside and 
out — found no evidence adverse 
to Adm. Strauss.

WAYCROSS — The mayor of 
Nashville, Tenn., said here Mon- 
day he believes Georgia’s county 
unit system will be struck down 
by the U.S. Supreme Court the 
next time it is tested. 

Mayor Ben West, visiting here, 
pointed out that the last unit sys- 
tem court test brought a close 
vote of the justices and that there 
has been a change in the court’s 
composition since then. 

West said he recently testified 
before a congressional committee 
on the need for reapportionment 
in his own and other states. 


He said he told the Washington

Drug Cures 


Cancers in 
2 Hamsters 


The cancer scientist put two 
mouse - sized hamsters on the 
speaker's lectern at Monday’s 
Rotary Club 
meeting and in- 
troduced them 
as cured cancer 
patients. 


And Dr. 
Charlies S. Cam- 
eron, dean of 
Hahn emann 
Medical . College 
of Philadelphia 
and former 
medical and 
ecientific direc- 9* ©- 5 Cameres 
tor of the American Cancer So- 
ciety, expressed confidence that 
the same kind of cure will 
eventually be worked out for 
human Cancer. 


“My is “ete friends here 
are cured cancer patients,”’ Dr. 
Cameron said as he placed the 
furry brown little-animals on the 
lectern, “Some months ago they 


had full-blown, actively growing | 


cancers as did their litter mates. 
They and only they were given 
a newly developed anticancer, or 
growth-restraining drug, and they 
alone have survived to make this 
trip.” 


“MAGIC BULLET” 


Terming such treatment a 
“magic bullet’ for cancer, Dr. 


Cameron said it seemed reason- | 


able that in time to come science 
would develop other drugs ef- 
fective against many cancers— 
probably all cancers—in the hu- 
man species. 


Dr. Cameron pointed out that 
many types of human cancer are 


now curable — if found soon | 


enough. 


“Cancer of the breast is the 
leading cause of death from can- 
cer among women. It is possible 
to cure three out of four women 
with breast cancer,”’ Dr. Cam- 
eron said. “ . Yet the record 
of the country as a whole shows 
we are saving actually only a 
little more than one-third.” 


COULD SAVE 75,000 


Dr. Cameron said that the sec- 
ond major cause of cancer death 
among women is cancer of the 
womb and that 80 per cent could 
be saved. Yet, he said, science 
is saving only about a quarter 
of them. 


He outlined the death rates 
from other cancers and com- 
pared them with the possibility of 
cure. He said that the cause for 
this disparity between scientific 
knowledge and actual treatment 
was causefi by patients not con- 
sulting their doctors soon enough. 


SAVING OF 75,000 LIVES 


“The disparity between what 
we could accomplish and what 
we do accomplish amounts to a 
potential saving of 75,000 lives a 
year,” Dr. Cameron said. 

Dr. Cameron’s hamsters came 
from the Children’s ‘Cancer Re- 
search Foundation in Boston. 


A human cancer was trans- 
plated into the cheek pouches of 
the two Dr. Cameron had with 
him. They are now. about 10 
weeks old. About eight days after 
the implantation, the cancer be- 

_ gan to grow. Then the animals 
were treated with chemical 
agents. The cancers disappeared, 
and a returned.

ment was that a state prosecu- 
tion after a federal acquittal 
was not “due process.” Justice 
Frankfurter rejected the conten- 
tion on two grounds. 
STATES REJECTION 

First, he said, the due process 
clause has never been interpreted 
to include a flat bar against 
double jeopardy. Thus the states 
are free under the constitution 
to retry prisoners in ways barred 
to the federal government by the 
Fifth Amendment. 


Second, Justice Frankfurter 
said the basic concepts of Ameri- 
can federalism—wifh state and 
federal governments existing to- 
gether—would be violated by bar- 
ring successive prosecutions by 
the two. This was the central 
theme of his opinion. 


Justice Frankfurter noted, for 
example, the possibility that if 
Bartkus prevailed, the federal 
government could. prevent any 
state prosecution by trying a man 
first in any case where one act 
violated state and federal stat- 
utes.

Into State Streams 


‘More than 300,000 trout—and 
that’s a big mess of fish—will 
be dumped into Georgia mountain 
streams this season, 


It’s all a part of the state’s 
stocking program in Georgia 
waters. 

The ‘‘put-and-take” idea for trout 
streams lured fishermen to man- 
agement areas last season to the 
tune of 16,000 permits sold. 


A special permit costing $1 
per day per person is required 
in management area streams 
in addition to a regular state 
fishing license. 


Stocking, however, is not con- 
fined to managed streams. 


State biologists are stocking 
open streams in line with creel 
census of those waters. 


Georgia’s Lake Burton Hatchery 
will furnish some 200,000—give or 
take a few hundred—in the stock- 
ing program, 


A state Game and Fish Com- 
mission spokesman said the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service's trout 
hatchery at Rock Creek will 
provide an estimated 196,000, 
while another 8,000 will come 
from a Fish and Wildlife Serv- 
lee hatchery at Walhalla, S.C. 


Stream stocking is proving as 


popular in Georgia as it has in 
other states. 


A steady increase each year 
in the number of Georgians buy- 
ing permits to fish managed 
streams offers proof.

Chattahoochee Forest 
Has More Than Beauty 


To all of us more than 3,000,000 folks who yearly tour the 
Chattahoochee National Forests’s 666,000 acres, each acre is a thing 
of beauty and a joy forever, as the saying goes. 


The foresters who watch over this domain of trees and shrubs 
and water and on-end real estate, know the acres mean much more 
to our economy than just places of beauty, although they by no 
means discount the economic value of this esthetic drawing card. 


*‘We sell timber to the highest bidder,”” Hans Raum, assist- 
ant forest supervisor, said. “And we sell 40 million board feet 
a year.” 


To em just how much lumber that would make, he ex- 
plained that it would build 4,000 three-bedroom houses. 


Paul Vincent, forest supervisor, told how the forest “‘sponge’’ 
soaks up the winter and spring-time rains, letting it flow down the 
slopes a little at the time, furnishing the “horses” to turn the 
wheels of industry, and the water to quench industry’s tremen- 
dous thirst. 


“A vwery conservative estimate would place the flow of 
water at a billion gallons a day. At a rate of one dollar per 
thousand gallons, the water alone is worth a million dollars a 
day, at least,” Vincent said. 


Raum explained how the controlled forests provided an ideal 
natural home for wildlife. ‘Every year we have 40,000 hunters and 
55,000 fishermen who will bear me out,’’ Raum said. 


There are eight game management areas in the forest, totaling 
some 200,000 acres. The forest folks want to get the whole area of 
the forest into game management. This will mean adding more than 
450,000 acres to the land already patrolled. 


“Tf the deer could read, we might not need all of the land,” 
Vincent said. “But the signs setting up the limits of game man- 
agement areas don’t mean much toe the deer—or to some hunt- 
ers.” 


Some more figures, if you're interested: Almost 1,000,000 people 
used the organized camping and picnicking facilities. “Direct recre- 
ation,”’ the foresters termed it. Then some 2,500,000 just rode about 
in the mountains, just looking and reveling in the beauty that is 
north Georgia.

He sent 
me a clipping from a magazine relating how a NEW covered bridge 
has just been built in New Jersey.

I know of 
only one in Georgia, and that’s in Athens.
